But in the simple language of a man who seemed 
genuinely grateful for past favors, Longden laid stress on 
the valuable help he had received while getting his start 
on prairie tracks, As well he spoke of his humble social 
beginnings, of the time when Max Bell’s father had to buy 
him a pair of shoes. He pointed out how he made up his 
mind to be a good rider. 

“This has been a wonderful dinner,” he assured his 
listeners. ‘Thanks a lot.” He speaks in a high-pitched 
voice. 

It came out that racing in western Canada owed 
Longden a debt of gratitude for a reason never be- 
fore disclosed in public, R. James Speers explained 
why, It seems that when the game was experiencing 
the dark days of the mid-1930’s, Longden dipped into 
his savings to help keep the sport from going under. 
He had been riding across the line several years, by 
this time. 

If you know your general run of professional athlete 
just think what this makes Longden, There's no doubting 
e’s been a tough little operator in a mighty tough game. 

But he tossed in his chips, like everyone else, when the 
ew was tough on the prairies.
